THEODORE ODELL 
LOOSES LIFE 


SENSATIONAL DEATH OF 
PROMINENT FARMER A 
MYSTERY. 


Cofonsi's Verdict Indicates Death 
by Foul Means, 

“te Was brietly stated in the Ava- 
lanche last week that Theodore Odell, 
a prominent farmer oF Beaver Creek, 
had been shot avid later died from the 
effects of the wound. 

it was first believed that it was a 
case of auicide, Dr. Insley, one of 
the coroners of this county, suppli- 
meuted by a motion from Prosecuting 
Attorney O. Paliner, demanded an in- 
quest, ‘The jury composed of H. Pet- 
‘ersen, Geo, Sorenson, Abe Joseph, 
Thomas Cassidy, Paul Ziebel- and 
John Hum, was drawn and on Friday 
a visit-wasmade tothe scene of the 
shooting... A muniber of witnesses 
were sworn. and testified. regarding 


Lmatters leading up'to the time of the 


shooting and . also. at and following 
the time of the shooting. 

“It appears that, previous to the line 
of the shooting Mr. Odell aud Albert 
Howell, who had been assisting some- 
what in the farm work, had just. driv- 
en in from the fields when’ Mr, . Qdell 


"| tad seen a partridge fly over. into the 
| woods opposite the house and he ‘stat- 


‘ed that he would-go over and. try ‘to| 
shoot it, white Mr.- Howell ‘unhitched 
the team. Later a shot. was heard. and 
Mrs. Odell requésted.the hired man to 
go over-and ‘ascertain why -her hus- 
didn't return. Howell :did as 
requested and: returned saying that 


‘Mr. Odell: was in the woods sitting on 
a log.” ‘Then Mra. Odell went. out to 


look for her husband but. was unable 
to Igcate him and requested that Mr. 
Howell ‘show her where he ‘was. It is{ 
claimed that they found the log where 
it was said.that he had-.been sitting, |. 
but.that he sas no longer ‘there, but 
was'soon discovered. lying: on the 
ground about twelve or fourteen Peet 
away. The. wife's cries of distress soon 
brought: the -ncighbors and -it was 
found.that Mr. Odell was. still living. 
aud medical assistance was summon- 
He was taken. to: Mercy hoopital 
where he died at. about 2330: o eee 
Thursday. afternoon. 

‘De. Keyport: ‘gave’ a description. .of 


the wound, saying that the bullet: ex} 


tered the right cheek below the right 
ear, Where there was, a wound about 
an inch or inch and a hal€ long; ‘then | 
the bullet apparently went upward 
and inward, tearing away. the . right 
eye, temple, bridge of the. nose ‘and 
forehead. “.Hé also stated that there 
were.to powder. marks on the. skin, 
which would apparently appear that 
the shot had not been, fired from ‘close |. 
range. 

* Also there was a confliction.in the 

testimony teat probably was material 
in'the.consideration of the jury and.a 
verdict was rendered that the deceas- 
@d had ‘died from. a gun-shot wound 
made by sqme person unknown... Mr. 
Howell was temporarily’ held of sus- 
picion but’ later discharged. ° 
probable that there will be. future ge 
‘velepments:in the case.. 
.: The loss of Mr. Odell is a: sad lai 
and the thought that-he will be seen 
no more among us is'hard to conceive. 
He has. made his home in Crawford 
county for over forty years and is one 
of our best-known and highly appre- 
ciated ‘citizens. He was born. in “Ing- 
ham county i in the year 1867, and was 
only six yearsold when he. came to 
this community with his parents. He 
was ‘united {ti marriage to Miss Gu- 
‘nice Seiwell of this county, June. 12, 
1884, and by their united efforts have 
made themselves comfortable; and. at 
his death had an up-to-date and. well 
managed farni, and was known far 
and near for being one of the largest 
producers of potatoes in the county. 

The body laid at rest at the home of 
‘Mr, and Mrs. Harry Pond of this city 
until Sunday moruing, when a brief 
burial service was held; after which it 
was taken to the Methodist church, 
where Rey. Mitchell preached a™ most 
The body was 
interred in the Pere Cheney cemetery. 

Those of the immediate family who 
remain to mourn are the wife; the 
mother, Mea. Esther M. Odell of .Ea- 
condiio, Cal.; a brother, Emory Odell, 
of Teknosha, Mich,, and a half sister, 
Mary Odell of Chicago. ie
